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Exotic animal bylaw 
pushed to new year

Wainfleet's discussions about a poten¬ 
tial exotic animal bylaw will continue into 
the new year. 

The township heard concerns from 
residents at both a public and council 
meeting recently. Staff and councillors 
are going to take those comments and 
any others into consideration before the 
bylaw comes before council again. 

"Whenever we go and we do a new 
bylaw, especially something as specific 
as this, you're always worried who's going 
to get caught up in this down the road 
that you didn't think of and maybe there 
should have been different provisions in," 
said Mayor April Jeffs about why discus¬ 
sions are going on for so long. 

She said public and council meetings 
weren't very well attended, but aldermen 
did hear some "genuine concerns" from 


those who did speak. 

At the public meeting, she said, it was 
more about getting into the nitty gritty 
of the bylaw. Before council, there were 
three speakers who addressed the mat- 

One of those was Mark Drysdale, 
owner of Ringtail Ranch and Rescue in 
Wainfleet 

Despite bylaw officer Mark Tardiff hav¬ 
ing said the bylaw isn't directed at the 
animal operation, Drysdale is still con¬ 
cerned that it is and how negatively the 
operation will be affected. 

During his presentation to council, 
he said he thinks Wainfleet's staff is just 
afraid of animals. 

"It's not my job for what I do to concern 
myself with the fear that your staff has of 
animals," he said. "That's something that's 
really a job of a psychiatrist."

The authority came under scru¬ 
tiny recently after local activist Ed 
Smith issued a report critical of the 
NPCA tided “A Call for Account¬ 
ability at the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority.” 

Smith's report is critical of the 
way the authority operates and 
alleges management at the author¬ 
ity is rife with conflicts of interest 
and questionable practices. 

NPCA has threatened legal 
action against Smith for distribut¬ 
ing his report, and has demanded 
an apology. It has also asked Smith 
to concede to a written "undertak¬ 
ing" confirming he will not distrib¬ 
ute the report and that he will not 
make any defamatory statements 
about the authority in the future. 

The night St. Catharines city 
council debated the motion to 
send a letter to Queen's Park, 
NPCA board chairman and St. 


Timms said a forensic audit is a 
waste of money. 

Jeffs said Sunday while she pre¬ 
fers a value-for-money audit of 
NPCA, she remains open to other 
types of audits. 

The mayor supported a motion 
at Niagara regional council in May 
calling for an NPCA audit, but that
